ONE TELEPHONE SYSTEM IS 
ENOUGH 


There have been rumors and re­ 
ports of a pending consolidation 
of 
the two telephone companies 
doing 
business in this city, and the Regis­ 
te r believes it expresses the judgment 
of a large m ajority of the citizens of 
Santa Ana in saying this is a con­ 
summation devoutly to be wished. 
At the tim e “competition” in the 
telephone business came to the rescue 
of a corporation ridden people 
and 
struck off the shackles with 
which 
monopoly had bound us, there was 
probably some excu-rc Tor twro tele­ 
phones. 
But under tile strict control 
of the Public Utilities Board—secured 
through the emancipation of Califor­ 
nia from machine governm ent—there 
is no longer any reason why people 
should support two telephone systems 
in the same territory, to say nothing 
of the nuisance of it. 
The telephone is a natural economic 
monopoly, and we note with hopeful­ 
ness that such progressive cities as 
Riverside, 
Pasadena 
and 
Berkeley 
are moving towards the goal of one 
telephone system absolutely controlled 
as to rates and service by the city 
authorities or the state Public Utili­ 
ties Board. 
W ithin a few days the papers re­ 
port Hie absorption of the Home Tele­ 
phone Company in Pasadena by the 
Pacific States 
Telephone 
Company, 
and a short time ago the 
Berkeley 
Gazette had this to say, editorially, 
on the subject of consolidation in the 
“Bay Cities” region: 
“The people of Berkeley have never 
shown any friendship toward the sec­ 
ond telephone system. 
While other 
comm unities have welcomed the Home 
company and given it liberal patron­ 
age, this community with rare judg­ 
ment has shown its disapproval of two 
telephones and has stuck to the old 
company, the Sunset. 
“W hen a few years ago a few en­ 
thusiastic citizens and members 
of 
im provem ent clubs were in a lather 
of excitem ent over the prospect 
of 
breaking the monopoly, the Gazette 
pointed out the fact that a new com-; 
pany m eant just one 
more 
public 
service corporation which tile public 
would have to feed. 
We 
predicted 
I hat the tim e would come when the 
public generally would realize 
how 
tho city had been fooled. 
"T hat time has come. 
This com­ 
m unity knows now that the telephone 
is a natural monopoly which must be 
kept right by official regulation. The 
m erchants do not want to support two 
telephone systems. 
“The plan of Mayor Stilt Wilson is 
worthy of serious consideration. This 
plan contem plates the ownership by 
lite bay cities of the Home telephone. 
T he Idea of municipal ownership ap­ 
peals to many. 
Municipal ownership 
is a good tiling when it is shown to!

day. Watsonville potatoes declined to 
82. a drop of 50 cents, the Watsonville 
variety being in heaviest receipt last 
week. 
After repealed cuts In prices tho 
past two weeks potatoes dropped In 
the face of heavy receipts, 
with a 
large storage stock on hand, 
below 
the prices quoted for the correspond­ 
ing days last year. 
Butter, eggs and cheese were steady 
receipts being about normal in every 
instance—eggs 718 caaea, butter 39, 
797. cheese *350 pounds. 
In green produce the market was 
varied, prices however remaining prac­ 
tically unchanged.
